Exile Group 
Raids Cuba 


Miami, H a. LT» — .An exile group reported Wednes­ 
day it had raided the north coast of Cuba early .Mon­ 
day, killing 20 persons. There was immediate specula­ 
tion as to whether the action affected touchy negotia­ 
tions for release of last year’s invasion prisoners. 
The exile organization, which calls itself Alpha 66, 
said the raid was made at 12:20 a.m. on the port of 
Isabella de Sagua, 1.50 miles east of Havana. 
It said the principal objective was a camp of Cuban 
militiamen and Russian military men protected by nu­ 
merous trenches and powerful lights. 
War Communique 
An Alpha 66 report on the action, termed a “ war 
communique.” said in part 
“ The battle ended at 2:12 a.m. In the railroad yards 
of the city, a warehouse of military supplies and 1 other 
strategic points were destroyed, many weapons and some 
flags of the enemy were captured. 
“ No fewer than 20 enemy were killed” 
A spokesman said the dead included Russians but he 
gave no figures. 
Some Wounded 
The attacking force was given as 1.5 to 25 men Some 
were wounded, it was said, but all got away safely.

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Bonds Go Over Big

Schools Stand 
Alone 


The 13.89 8 to 6,315 victory for the new 
$12 million school bond issue for Lincoln is 
not a reflection of advance think ing on the 
subject. There is alway s an uncertainty pre­ 
ceding any election and no one we k now of 
was sure that the bond proposal would pass, 
much less by such a majority as it received. 
The fact is that some people were appre­ 
hensive over the possibilities of this issue 
because considerable conversation w a s 
heard ahead of time about people opposed 
to the program because tax es were simply 
already too high. 
School officials, therefore, and citizens 
who work ed in favor of the bond issue have 
cause for pride in the 
final Tuesday results. 
It is doubtful that the 
Tuesday vote, however, 
can be gi ve n much 
meaning in terms of any other public pro­ 
grams. There is no question about it; the pub­ 
lic considers schools in one light and every ­ 
thing else of a public nature in quite another 
light. There is not another governmental 
subdivision in ex istence that enjoy s the suc­ 
cess and confidence ex pressed by the peo­ 
ple of Lincoln in their school sy stem. Not 
any other subdivision could live with the 
requirement for the schools that they re­ 
ceive 55 per cent approval rather than a 
simple majority for bond issues. 
Thus, it would be a mistak e to conclude 
from this election that the idea of tax es 
being too high is a false idea. The idea, of 
course, is a personal one to begin with and 
the burden of tax ation is only what each in­ 
dividual considers it to be. .Nor is it certain 
that a majority of people do consider tax es 
too high but a lot of people believe that 
such is the case. 
Because this school bond issue earned 
is no sign that any other public program 
calling for a tax levy would succeed, A 
bond issue half that size or much less on 
any subject other than schools could well 
fail tomorrow. .\nd the schools could pos­ 
sibly come back to the voters, and possibly 
will, in a decade or less and meet with 
success on still a fourth bond program. 
★ 
A number of things account for this. 
First of all, schools are considered a neces­ 
sity . They are something lik e food to a fam­ 
ily . The family can say “no" to a new car. 
a new home and a host of other things but 
it can’t say “ no” on food. The general pub­ 
lic feels it can say “no" if it wants to on 
park s, streets, other public buildings, etc. 
It can turn down other public programs 
and still get by , even though it might be 
granted that it would be a fine thing if such 
programs could come to pass. But educa­ 
tion, at least through high school, is consid­ 


ered as vital a thing as life itself. And in 
these day s, this is certainly the truth for the 
uneducated y outh would have a very poor 
life. At least, his chance at a successful 
life would be so small it could hardly be 
measured. 
The American people may not fully un­ 
derstand all the complicating factors in to­ 
day ’s world but they realize that such fac­ 
tors are present. They k now that this na­ 
tion occupies a position of world leadership 
and that the success or failure of the West­ 
ern world’s way of life is largely in the 
hands of the United States. The United 
States is not the sole guardian of the West­ 
ern world but its role is significant enough 
to be the determining factor. If the U.S. 
failed, there is little doubt that communism 
would inherit the earth and probably be in 
power for a good long time. 
★ 
To compete in this sort of situation, the 
United States must fully develop its intel­ 
lectual potential. It must, first of all, have 
an elementary and secondary sy stem of edu­ 
cation that starts our y oung people out on 
the right track . This sy stem must prepare 
as many as is possible for further achieve­ 
ment in the institutions of higher learning 
throughout our land 
The people of Lincoln realize this as 
well as the fact that Lincoln itself is in a 
competitive situation. 
We do not care to 
have the children of other parts of the na­ 
tion running far ahead of our own. There 
are, therefore, both national and interna­ 
tional forces at play and causing wide­ 
spread public support of our schools. 
But this realization of the importance of 
a good educational sy stem would be to no 
avail if other factors 
were not given equal 
consideration. 
T he 
Tuesday vo t e shows 
that Lincoln citizens 
are confident of the sy stem we have if it 
is given the tools to work with. It does not 
want a good sy stem but lack faith in our 
officials to provide it. Our people want good 
schools, they believe they have had them 
111 the past and they believe they will be 
given conscientious and efficient adminis­ 
tration in the future. 
This is a responsibility upon school offi­ 
cials in which they should have great pride. 
It is a tribute to the Board of Education 
and Superintendent of Schools Steven N. 
Watk ins and should be an incentive to them 
in the y ears ahead. The entire school situa­ 
tion in Lincoln is without doubt one of the 
stronge.st points the community has. It 
would be hard to find another community 
with the record of progress and willingness 
to sacrifice that Lincoln has written for it­ 
self over the y ears. 


d e a r Vote Of 
Confidence 


The Madison .Avenue boy s, the world 
over, are equal to any situation. 
Latin is the official language of the ecu­ 
menical church conference presently under­ 
way in Rome. The ad writer for a car rental 
agency in Rome, instructed to do a snow 
job on the visiting clergy , came up with 
this- 
“Liberissima optione novae automobiles, 
quancumque amplitudine, sine numere mini­ 
mi 
itineris circumvehendi 
locantur"--to 
which he added as a timely note, “ .Vequis 
atque apertis condicionibus . . . automobiles 
novissimi locantus." All of which is to say , 
“ a wide selection of new cars of any size 
is for rent without fix ed mileage. Brand 
new- cars for rent for fair and advantageous 
terms." 
This is an ad which will get the priest­ 
hood off its feet and behind the wheel. It 
shows that while the Homans themselves

failed to mak e it they left a heritage in a 
language that can solve a k notty present 
day problem. The only oddity of it is that 
the ad would really confound Vergil. But it 
probably made the shade of Nero strik e fist 
in palm and lament that he was born a few 
thousand y ears too soon. How much better 
would the burning of Rome have been had 
there been automobiles, especially those red 
fire truck s. Unfortunately , those old Romans 
can’t have another chance. The opportunity 
is ours. 
It would be a relief to have the commer­ 
cials done in an alien tongue. We’re tired 
of, “Look , mom, no cavities." We could 
tak e it with more composure if the little 
imp danced up and said, “Vide, mater, non 
cavitationes! And it might be diverting to 
have a .Marcus Aurelius dressed in his regal 
toga advising a y oung senator to quit using 
that “ greasy k id stuff” 
Middle Getting Crowded 


The middle of the road in the United 
Nations seems to get more and more crowd­ 
ed as the membership of that world body 
grows. Latest addition is Algeria which has 
now firmly established itself as a non- 
aligned member. We never cease to marvel 
at those nations which tak e this course of 
action and we find it impossible to under­ 
stand their reasoning. 
The .Algerian premier’s remark s before 
the U N. certainly had more of a Red than 
an independent tinge as he voiced a number 
of things in terms of slogans popularized by 
the communists. .And from Indonesia came 
a plea for an East-West meeting on Berlin. 
The only trouble with such a plea is that it 
implied fault on both sides. When are the 
neutrals going to realize the only tiling y ou 
can negotiate with Russia is what is already 
y ours? 
U.S. .Ambassador .Adlai Stevenson has 
said that communism in the .American con- 


tinent is not negotiable and the attitude 
should be ex tended in a great many areas. 
In disarmament, in nuclear bomb testing, 
m Berlin and in just about every conflict 
between East and West, the Russians have 
consistently entered obstructions. The min­ 
ute the West approaches the minimums set 
by Russia, the Reds change their terms to 
something unacceptable. 
There really is no middle road in the 
present world struggle because the basic 
issue is freedom and y ou can’t be non­ 
committal on this. If y ou are not for^ y ou 
are against it. A policy of non-alignment is 
an encouragement to the aggressive tactics 
of communism because it implies even a 
degree of approval. Russia would be per­ 
fectly happy with the rest of the world if it 
simply did not disagree.

Gerald Gentleman of North 
Platte, general manager of 
the Platte Valiev Public Pow­ 
er 
and 
Irrigation 
District, 
confirmed Wednesday that his 
district’s board of directors is 
“ leaning t o w a r d ’’ the so- 
called 5-area plan. 


I^up Ri v e r Public Power

port. 


Both districts -- partners 
in the Nebraska Public Pow­ 
er System — had previously 
announced their support of a 


plan to separate N PPS and' 
dissol^-e their partnership. 


“ Breaking up N PPS is still' 
a part of the 5-area plan,’’ 
Gentleman explained. 
“ In any event, our board 
still w ants this .'^aration. If 
there is support beyond that 
for the 5-area plan, I think 
our board would lean toward 
that at the present.” 
Platte's board has taken no 
official action on the 5-area 
proposal. Gentleman said. 
The plan was first set out 
in detail by Lester Trussed 
of Beatrice, genera! manager 
of Norris Public Power Dis­ 
trict. 
It would separate the state 
into 5 integrated public pow­ 
er service areas containing 


one district each which would 
provide generation and trans­ 
mission in addtion to retail 
service. 
Like Omaha District 
The districts would be pat­ 
terned after the Omaha Pub­ 
lic Power District and would 
be non-competitive. 


OPPD and Consumers Pub­ 
lic Power District’s western 
system would remain basical­ 
ly unchanged. 
The additional areas would

Barrett noted that Illinois 
and Wisconsin hav e adopted 
specific ru les dealing w i t h 
su ch practices and insu rance 
policies. 


“The Nebraska Insu rance 
Department has been handl­ 
ing problems concerning these 
ty pe policies on a complaint 
bv complaint basis, bu t a 
regu lation similar to those in 
Illinois and Wisconsin wou ld 
ease the enforcement prob­ 
lem .” he added.
